tion. 

The sources said the letter was 
couched in friendly terms but that 
its contents were of "serious polit- 
ical significance, illustrating the 
widening gap between the Israeli 
and Egyptian positions." 

President Sadat suspended the 
talks following the passing by the 
Israeli Knesset last week of a law 
declaring Arab East Jerusalem a 
part of Israel’s eternal capital. 

The sources said President 
Sadat required an Israeli under- 
taking that the question of 
occupied Jerusalem was still 
negotiable within the autonomy 
framework. It was unlikely that 
Mr. Begin could agree to set aside 
the overwhelming Knesset vote 
only a week after it had taken 
place, they said. 

Mr. Begin intended pressing 
ahead with his plan to move his 
office to East Jerusalem despite 
warnings from the United States 


that this could deal a death blow to 
the ailing peace process, the 
sources added. 

' The autonomy negotiations, 
which began in April 1979, have 
rarely looked like getting off the 
ground. The sides have spent 
much of the time engaged in pro- 
cedural disputes and have made 
virtually no progress on sub- 
stantive issues. 

- Palestinian leaders from the 
occupied West Bank of Jordan 
and Gaza Strip, who were invited 
to take part in the negotiations, 
contemptuously dismissed them 
as an attempt to cheat the Pales- 
tinian people of their rights. 

Israeli hawks have seized 
recently on the lack of progress in 
the autonomy talks as an excuse 
for calling on the government to 
halt Israel's military withdrawal 
from the Sinai. 

Israel gave up about half of the 
territory earlier this year and is 
committed to removing its troops 
from the remainder by March 
1982. 

But some hardliners have said 
that if there were no progress in 
the peace talks it would be pre- 
ferable for Israel to hold onto the

Iranian student demonstrators in 
the United States by postponing a 
scheduled parliamentary debate 
on the American hostages held 
here since last November.

Hojatoleslam Hasbemi Raf- 
sanjani, told the house today that 
following what he called atrocities 
against toe detained Iranians “toe 
first reaction which we are going 
to display is to postpone until an 
appropriate time the discussions 
about the congressional letter.” 

He also said that some deputies 
had proposed setting up a special 
committee to consider the poss- 
ible trial of toe hostages, but 
added that discussion of this prop- 
osal would also have to wait until a 
later session of toe Majlis. 

Iranian authorities have 
launched a major campaign over 
the arrest of nearly 200 Iranians in 
.Washington eight days ago during 
demonstrations in support of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

U.S. officials said all the impris- 
oned Iranians were examined yes- 
terday by an Iranian doctor from 
New York who found fewer than 
half a dozen injuries, all of them 
minor. Officials added that about 
40 Iranians had been treated for 
toe effects of their hunger strike 
and said charges that injured 
demonstrators were locked up 


without treatment were "categor- 
ically untrue.” 

The demonstrators have now 
been flown from Washington to 
detention centres in New York 
State to await deportation pro- 
ceedings. 

Widespread allegations here 
that American authorities have 
maltreated the students received 
top-level backing last night when 
Ayatollah Khomeini himself 
charged that the detainees were 
"chained in prison and under tor- 
ture.” 

Hojatoleslam Rafsanjani said 
today that the postponement of 
the debate on the congressional 
letter about toe 52 hostages— held 
since militant students seized toe 
U.S. embassy exactly nine months 
ago— would show that "we treat 
the matter with indifference." 

He said the proposed com- 
mittee to study toe trial of the cap- 
tives would be set up by the five- 
men supreme judicial council but 
gave no further details of how it 
would work. 

Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh today wrote to United 
Nations Secretary-General Dr. 
Kurt Waldheim urging him to 
send a U.N. delegation to visit the 
arrested Iranians. He also asked 
him to press Washington for their 
immediate release. (U.N. sources 
today said no such letter bad yet 
been received.)

Tile outcry over toe Washing- 
ton arrests overshadowed toe con-

nominee. Deputy Interior Minis- 
ter Mostafa Mir-Salim, ran into 
parliamentary opposition last 
weekend. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr has proposed 
that a seven-man committee 
should examine potential can- 
didates and agree on one, but the 
clergy-dominated Islamic Repub- 
lican Party (IRP), which controls 
toe Majlis, appears to oppose this 
idea. 

In a statement published in the

30 Iranians 
arrested 
at protest 
in London 

LONDON, Aug. 4 (Agencies) — 
Some 30 Iranian demonstrators 
were arrested after scuffles with 
police outside American embassy 
in Lodon tonight, police said. The 
spokesman said about 100 Ira- 
nians had protested against toe 
■detention of compatriots in toe 
United States. 

An eyewitness said: “The Ira- 
nians were hitting police with 
placards and umbrellas. There 
were police ' helmets rolling all 
over toe place. It was very drama- 
tic and very violent" 

One demonstrator told a repor- 
ter: “We wanted to deliver our 
protest to the embassy itself. Our 
argument is not with the British 
police." 


Majlis report links 
admiral to SAVAK 


Bitter Shah regretted reliance on U 


CAIRO, Aug. 4 (AP) - The late 
Shah of Iran admitted in au inter- 
view in May that his greatest mis- 
takes as emperor were his iso- 
lation from his people, his reliance 
on the United States and his 
attempt^ to modernise his nation 
rapidly, according to the 
authoritative October magazine. 

In his weekly opening article, 
-foe magazine's editor-in-chief, 
.Mr. Anis Mansour revealed por- 
tions of an interview he conducted 
with the deceased former 
monarch. Mr. Mansour had 'pub- 
lished other parts of the interview 
in June. 

. Mr. Mansour, a close confidant 
of President Anwar Sadat, quoted 
the Shah as saying he had not 
learned the lessons of history, 
“and should I return to toe throne 
I would make the same mistakes 
again^ 

- M r. Mansour wrote that toe 


Shah blamed himself for "blind” 
reliance on the United States. "In 
1953 they advised me to leave 
Iran, and I did but returned three 
days later. A quarter of a century 
later they told me to leave again.” 
and he never returned, toe editor 
wrote. 

The Shah, who died here a week 
ago after a six-year battle with 
cancer, left his homeland for toe 
last time in January 1979. He told 
Mr. Mansour in May that it was on 
the advice of U.S, Gen. Robert 
Huyserthat he left. He singled out 
General Huyser, the deputy 
commander of U.S. forces in 
Europe, for undercutting him with 
his own military. 

Mr. Mansour reports that the 
Shah 40 days before his death, 
sent two lengthy reports to Pres- 
ident Sadat analysing toe situation 
in Iran before and after his depar- 
ture.

"A friend advised me to order 
the Iranian Air Force to pull out of 
Iran and stand by in a friendly 
nation should I need them,” Mr. 
Mansour quotes from toe report, 
“but I can’t order the air force to 
do anything -- they receive their 
orders from Washing ion.” 

General Huvser was disoatched 


by the Carter administration to 
Iran as the Shah's regime crum- 
bled, reportedly to ask the military 
to refrain from undertaking a coup 
against the Islamic revolutionary 
regime. 

Mr. Mansour wonders about 
U.S. support for the Shah, when as 
early 3S 1972 former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger “said after 
a visit to Tehran that he had seen 
an emperor in name only, a tyrant 
in fact.” 

Mr. Mansour' s article, more 
analysis than a report, also ques- 
tions President Carter. 

“When Carter toasted Iran as 
an island of stability in a flood of 
anxiety on New Year's Eve 1979. 
did he really not know of the 
impending revolution while his 
intelligence services were pre- 
paring to oust toe Shah and con- 
tact Imam Khomeini?" Mr. Man- 
sour wrote. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 4 (R) — Admiral 
Ahmad Madam, a former pres- 
idential candidate and ex-naval 
chief who has already renounced 
his seat in the Iranian Majlis (par- 
liament), was today accused of 
having had Links with the deposed 
Shah and his secret police, 
SAVAK. 

The accusations, which also 
included misuse of his office as 
commander of the navy and later 
as governor-general of the oil- 
producing province of Khuzestan.

THE TWO MAIN Latin American oil producing countries 
have decided to do what the Arab oii producing countries 
were not able to decide whether or not to do when their 
foreign and economy ministers met recently here in 
Amman. 

Mexico and Venezuela are to offer nine fellow Central 
and South American states, the neediest or poorest ones, a 
special deal: they will sell them crude oil at market prices, 
but then refund 30 per cent of the cost in the form of special 
soft loans for development projects. 

That way, the poorer states get the oii they need to fuel 
their national development, and gain access to extra 
finance for that development, while at the same time get- 
ting considerable relief from the budget and balance of 
payments burdens imposed by rising fijel bills. 

On the other hand, Mexico and Venezuela are able to 
make a gesture of solidarity and a major contribution to 
economic development — and the political and social 
well-being, stability and security that normally goes with 
such development — while not risking upsetting the world 
oil market by offering straight concessionary prices. There 
are no middlemen rushing in to buy, say. cheap Venezuelan 
oil from, say, Nicaragua, and then selling it on the spot 
market. Nor does this arrangement require any split from 
OPECs ranks on oii-pricing policy. 

We have always supported the right of the oil- 
producers to fix their crude oil prices at whatever level the 
market forces of supply and demand may dictate. It is in the 
interests of all world producers of commodities — this 
would include Jordan, with its phosphates, for example — 
to see that economic power is shifted away from the mul- 
tinational organisations of the consumers and toward the 
rightful beneficiaries, namely the producers. 

However, we have also pointed to the appalling 
economic costs paid by the world’s less developed countries 
: since the spate of oil price rises begarr in 1974. The oil 
producers, through such agencies as the OPEC Special 
Fund and their own national funds, have done much to 
alleviate these shocks by making funds available to the 
poorer countries in the form of development aid. But we 
still know that the majority of the oil surplus revenues are 
going into investments in the West. 

The oil producers have a right to offset the inflation 
they import from the western countries from which they 
purchase goods and services. But they have an even greater 
responsibility to offset the disastrous consequences of infla- 
tion which has been created since 1974 in the less 
developed countries and elsewhere, including some Arab 
countries, on the periphery of the oil-producing region. 

In many ways, what Mexico and Venezuela have 
decided to do is what, for example, Saudi Arabia and the 
Gulf states have been doing to help Jordan over the years. 
But as a matter of concerted Arab policy, such a plan has 
yet to be agreed upon at the pan- Arab level. We should 
watch the Latin American experiment, see how it works, 
and perhaps think of a similar programme for the Arab 
World. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: His Majesty King Hussein warned on Sunday of a "tremendous 
disaster" in store for the Middle East if the world community fails to 
achieve tangible progress towards a durable and comprehensive peace. 

Although this is not the first time such a warning has come from King 
Hussein, his remarks have special significance and profound meaning 
because they come at ,i critical juncture in the Arab World and inter- 
nationally, and have clearly defined the means of slaving off this threaten- 
ing catastrophe. 


The King emphasised in his remarks published in U.S. News and World 
Report magazine on Sunday, that the current U.S. strategy for dealing with 
the crisis in rhe region treated only with the Egyptian - Israeli side of the 
dispute which, as the King asserted, is the least important and the simplest 
aspect of the situation. The core of the crisis is Palestine and Jerusalem. 

The King also made dear that the alternative to this incomplete strategy 
is the positive role which should be undertaken by the United Nations, as 
the legitimate tool of the international will. 


We believe that circumstances are now more favourable than they have 
ever been for making the world body step into its long-awaited role. This is 
especially the case after the Zionist challenge to this organisation and the 
legal principles it represents, and after it has become obvious that the 
Zionist entity is a foreign body-rejected by the sweeping majority of the 
nations and peoples of the world. 


AL DUSTOUR: What is in store for (he Middle East? What is the future of 
the region, which lies in the shadow of the recent dangerous 
developments-onJy the least of which is the present absence of genuine 
peace— as tension rises? 

Many questions are facing the world, and the signs of the explosion to 
which Zionism is pushing the Middle East can be seen. 

Against this background has come the warning of His Majesty King 
Hussein, who has said that a tremendous disaster b awaiting the Middle 
East if progress is not achieved towards the establishment of a durable 
peace in the region. —Israel is going ahead with its scheme to obliterate 
the Palestinian issue, and to swallow Jerusalem and the occupied ter- 
ritories within the Zionist entity after its strategy of isolating Egypt from 
the confrontation front has succeeded. 


—In doing so, Israel is exploiting the U.S. administration, which is preoc- 
cupied with the presidential elections, and the lack of a strong front from 
the Arabs, who are weakened by conflicts and dispute. 

— Israel, confident of absolute American support and of the weakness of 
President Carter’ s administration, faces the United Nations with inwlwnv 
and challenges world opinion as long as the use of the U.S. Security 
Council veto in its favour is guaranteed, and as long as the Arabs are weak 
and incapable of deterring it. 


As to the U.S., which is responsible for the current situation, and which 
b unable to see beyond its nose due to the presidential elections, its 
international responsibility calls on it to play its role in preserving world 
peace before it b too late.

LONDON, Aug. 4 (Agencies) - 
His Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san today warned that the Middle 
East is “gradually and consistently 
sliding into escalated con- 
frontation, and possibly war, as a 
result of Israeli intransigence.” 

Speaking in an interview with 
the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC) Arabic Service, 
Prince Hassan described the com- 
ing few months as “dangerous” 
for the people of the region 
because “they are caught in the 
midst of fears of bloody con- 
frontation, on the one hand, and 
on the other hopes that the inter- 
national community will be able to 
impose its will in laying down the 
foundations for a just and com- 
prehensive peace” in the Middle 
East. 

The Crown Prince recalled that 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kretsky recently warned that the 
continuing deadlock in resolving 
the Palestine problem could lead 
to another war in the Middle East. 
“Many reasons drive roe to the 
conclusion that a new war might' 
break out in the Middle East,” Dr. 
Kreisky told a Saudi Arabian 
magazine this week, “and one of 
them is the presence of highly 
extremist elements in the Israeli 
government.”

West Bank strikes in solidarity 


with Nafha prison inmates 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Aug. 4 (Agencies) — Arab shop- 
. keepers in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories held a one-day strike 
today as Arab protest against the 
treatment of Palestinian inmates 
in Israel's Nafha prison continued 
to gain steam. 

Shopkeepers closed their stores 
to show Arab solidarity with the 
Palestinian prisoners who are 
three weeks into a hunger strike, 
to draw attention to what they say 
are inhuman conditions in the 
prison. 

Israeli troops forced many of 
the merchants to reopen, but more 
than half the shops throughout the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip 
remained closed. The strike had 
been called by West Bank pro- 
fessional organisations. 

Families of the prisoners have 
demonstrated outside the French 
and American consulates in 
occupied Jerusalem, and at the 
Red Cross, to demand that the 
Israelis move the prisoners from 
the specially-buDt high security 
facility deep in the Naqab desert. 

In the Gaza Strip, about 80 
female relatives of the prisoners 
demonstrated in front of the Red 
Cross for the third day. 

Israel's newest prison became 
the focus of Palestinian protest 
two weeks ago when two pris- 
oners, on a hunger strike to back 
their demands for better living 
conditions, died as a result of for- 
cefeeding. Israeli prison 
authorities said the prisoners died 
of pneumonia. 

By official count. 5V6 inmates 
throughout Israel's prison system 
now are refusing solid food in the 
spreading protest, and today 
marked the third time Palestinians 
have dashed with Israeli military 
police over the Nafha prison issue. 

In a surprise and obviously 
planned move, prison service 
Commissioner Haim Levy, hoping 
to avert a flood of bad inter- 
national press coverage for Israel, 
opened- Nafha prison to foreign 
reporters and ca mermen, per- 
mitting a free view of everything 
from the eight-man cells to the 
guard dogs that roam the space 
between the two outer barbed- 
wire fences. 

Reporters climbed onto the 
roof of the prison to observe 
inmates in the exercise courtyard. 
One of the prisoners jumped up to 
shout the group's demands and ro 
ask that President Carter give 
Israel a million dollars to build a 
“humane prison.” 

“ I challenge anyone in the 
prison service to meet me on rele-

said he was really in jail “because I 
am a Palestinian and I love my 
motherland." 

“A life sentence is enough."

The head of the prison system 
told repoters, “You can see it is 
not hell here... The prisoner spoke 
of being a political prisoner, but 
no one is here because of his 
views. It’s because of his criminal 
deeds." 

Mr. Jaroub, gesturing with a 
rajsed arm while 14 other pris- 
oners 5a t in the barbed- 
wire- roofed courtyard, occa- 
sionally coaching him in his 
speech, said the prisoners wanted 
more visiting time, control of the 
prison kitchen, more books and 
newspapers, and greater freedom 
to leave their cells. They also say 
the prison, 200 kilometres south 
of Tel Aviv, is poorly ventilated. 


Mr. Levy said the reason the 
jails arc full is because Israeli 
troops captured the Palestinians 
alive. “They know themselves that 
because of our humane behaviour 
they remained alive," he said. 


Asked about the two prisoners 
who died because of force- 
feeding, Mr. Levy declined to 
respond in detail, saying the 
deaths were being investigated. 
Mr. Levy said he regretted the 
deaths, but added: “They 
declared a hunger strike to the 
death, and 1 think there's a cal- 
culated risk." 

He said all 47 of the inmates at 
Nafha were refusing solid food, 
but like 233 Palestinians in three 
.other prisoners, they were given a 
liquid diet. On Saturday 318 
Palestinians in the Beersheba 
prison started a hunger strike, but 
they were not yet receiving the 
liquid diet, he said. 

Mr. Levy claimed that con- 
ditions in the prison, a brand-new 
facility opened on May 2, were at 
least as good as required by Israeli 
law, and he said the hunger strike 
was a political weapon the Pales- 
tinians were using to attack Israel. 

Officials said there are 2,850 
Palestinian security prisoners out 
of a total jail population of 5,050 
in Israel. The inmates brought to 
Nafha when the jail opened three 
months ago were among the 
“most dangerous," with 24 of the 
current count of 47 serving life 
sentences and the others averag- 
ine 15-year terras.

Rimawi calls for haste 
in passing government law 


AMMAN, Aug. 4 (JO - The 
Prime Minister, Dr. Qasem Al 
Rimawi, today called for speeding 
up the procedures leading to the 
enactment of the new local gov- 
ernment law which, he said, would 
help develop local communities 
and raise their standards of living. 

- Speaking at a meeting at the 
Ministry of the Interior, Dr. 
Rimawi said local residents in dif- 
ferent govern orates should be 
given tbe opportunity to elect 
their various councils and take the 
responsibility for managing the' 
affairs of their districts and pro- 
jects being implemented there. 

Jordan is witnessing continuous 
population growth and progress in 
many fields, he said, but public 
services are not fairly distributed 
among the country’s various gov- 
ernors tes. 

He called for the elimination of 
complicated routine which 
impedes development, and for 
wider authority for local adminis- 
trators so that they could deal with 
issues in their districts and so con- 
tribute more toward the economic 
and social development of the 
country. 

During the meeting, the local 
government draft bill was 
reviewed in detail'and the prime 
minister answered questions on it. 

He also decided to form a com- 
mittee to complete studies on the 
drafts of the municipalities bill and 
the local government bill, with a 
view to merging them into a single 


law. The committee will comprise 
representatives of the Prime 
Ministry, the Interior Ministry, 
the Ministry of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs and the Envi- 
ronment and of local adminis- 
trators and municipal and village 
councils in Jordan.

Islamic group calls for 
action to save Jerusalem 


AMMAN, Aug. 4 (JT) - The 
Islamic General Conference on 
Jerusalem today appealed to the 
international community to take 
“serious and effective measures to ' 
foil the conspiracies of the Zionist 
authorities against Jerusalem.'* 

A statement issued by tbe con- 
ference today came in response to 
Israel's announcement that it is 
formally annexing Arab 
Jerusalem to make the city the 
“united capital of Israel." 

The statement, copies of which 
were sent to U.N. Secretary Gen- 
eral Kurt Waldheim, the current 
president of the U.N. Security 
Council and Arab and foreign 
embassies in Amman, said speedy 
and effective measures should be 
taken to stop Israel from carrying 
out its designs in the holy city. 


Yesterday the "Save Jerusalem 
Committee" of the conference 
called on Arab and Muslim 
nations to take unified political, 
economic and military action 
aimed at restoring Jerusalem to 
Arab sovereignty. A statement 
issued in Amman said that Arab 
and Muslim nations should take 
the responsibility of implementing 
the recent U.N. General Assem- 
bly resolution of Jerusalem. 

Failure to act immediately, the 
statement said, would mean the 
situation in Jerusalem and the 
occupied territories was bound to 
deteriorate even further. 

The statement also called on 
Arab and Muslim nations to set 
aside their differences and mobil- 
ise their energies to rescue the 
holy places. 


Shak’a due 
here today 
en route 
to Europe 

AMMAN. Aug.4(JT) - Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Al Shak*a is 
expected here from the West 
Bank Tuesday on his way to 
Europe for further medical 
treatment. 

He will go to France for six 
days and then to Britain to have 
artificial legs fitted.

Bahrain to buy and refine Saudi oil 

BAHRAIN, Aug. 4 (R) - Saudi Arabia will sell 100,000 barrels 
of light crude oil a day to Bahrain for refining under a three-year 
agreement approved by the Bahrain cabinet yesterday. The deal 
would cost Bahrain SI. 2 billion annually, with the oil being sold at 
the official Saudi price which is now $28 a barrel. 

The agreement was backdated to July I, when the Bahrain 
government acquired in principle a 60 peF ceor share in the 
Island's 250,000 barrels a day refinery, owned by the American 
Caltex Petroleum Company. 

The refinery processes all Bahrain's crude oil output of 50,000 
barrels per day. The rest of the oil comes through a marine 
pipeline from neighbouring Saudi Arabia. 

Turkey, Yugoslavia discuss economic ties 

BELGRADE, Aug. 4 (R) -- Turkish Finance Minister Ismet 
Sezein discussed prospects of economic cooperation with Yugos- 
lav Deputy Prime Minister Dragoljub Stavrev and Finance Minis- 
ter Petar Kostic here today. 

The Turkish minister arrived in Belgrade last night at ihe head 
of a delegation for talks on bilateral cooperation in the fields of 
industry , energy, shipbuilding, tobacco processing, com- 
munications and banking, officials said. 

Kuwaiti lending rate shoots up to 8.5% 

KUWAIT. Aug. 4 ( AP) -- Interest rates for local short terra loans 
have more than doubled in ihe past week, local banks reported 
todav The rates had been steady but started rising following a 
marked increase in demand, the Com mercial Bank of Kuwait said 
in its weekly report. 

As a result, interest rates for overnight and seven-day loans 
rose from iwo or three per cent to eight and S.5 per cent per 
annum, the bank report said. 

The other bank, the National Bank of Kuwait attributed the 
increase partly to the recent improvement of U.S. interest rates 
and the strengthening of the dollar. 

India to export iron ores to Romania 

NEW DELHI. Aug. 4 tAP) -- India will export 23.75 million 
tonnes of iron ore to Romania between 1981-86. the Minerals 
and Metals Trading Corporation (MMTC) of India said yes- 
terday. , _ 

The agreement was signed recently by a visiting Romanian 
trade delegation and the MMTC.which did not disclose the price 
of the ore. 


Kuwait Stock Exchange to trade Gulf shares 

KUWAIT. Aug. 4 (.AP) - The government of Kuwait announced 
today it has decided to permit the trading of the shares of other 
Arabian Gulf companies on the Kuwait Stock Exchange, revers- 
ing last year's ban on such trading. 

The government decision however, taken during a cabinet 
meeting yesterday, laid down the following stipulations. 

— The company's capital should not be less than five million 
Kuwaiti dinars (,$19 million). 

— The company must be registered in^aGuif state party to the 
Gulf economic cooperation agreement and completely owned by 
nationals or establishment of the Gulf states. 

— The company must have been established for at least three 
years and Kuwaiti interests in it should be at least 50 per cent. 
The cabinet decision is regarded as a compromise following a' 

wave of protests since the government banned the trading of Gulf 
shares on the Kuwait stock market last year. 

Mr. Abdul Aziz Hamad Al Saqr. a local businessman pressing 
for the lifting of the ban estimates that Kuwaiti capital invested in 
Other Arab companies in the .Arabian Gulf region was about 300 
million Kuwaiti dinars ($1.2 billion). 

He argued that the ban on the trading of such shares on the 
Kuwait exchange resulted in financial losses for Kuwaiti 
businessmen. 

France to finance projects in Burundi 

BUJUMBURA, Burundi. Aug. 4 (AP) -i France has agreed 
to pay 25.5 million French francs (about $6.4 million) for five 
development projects in this central African nation of four mil- 
lion. the government has announced. 

Foreign Minister Edouard Nzambimana said almost half of the 
amount — 10 million francs (3 bout $2.5 million) -- will buy a 
French all-purpose vessel to haul cargo from Kieoma. Tanzania to 
this city across the lake Tanganyika. 

The remainder of rhe funds is scheduled to finance housing, 
catographv, agriculture projects and help pay for the building of a 
telecommunication facility . 

EEC, Cyprus aim for customs union 

BRLISSELS, Aug. 4 (R) -- The EEC commission today- 
announced proposals for further reductions in barriers on trade 
with Cyprus, aimed at reaching total customs union by 1 990. The 
proposals cover the second stage of an association agreement 
which first came into force in mid- 1973. 

Agricultural products account for around 75 per cent of Cypriot 
exports to ihe EEC. 


U.S. lending rates 
start upward trend 


U.S. report cite? mea^ 
of cutting foreign oil ^ 


NEW YORK. Aug. 4 (AP) - 
Chemical Bank raised its prime 
lending rate a quarter-point to 11 
per cent today the first increase in 
the widely watched business loan 
rate since early April. Chemical 
had no immediate comment on its 
move. 

The increase in a bank’s charge 
on short-term loans to top-rated 
corporations came amidst a gen- 
eral rise in short-term money- 
market rates in the past two 
weeks. 

Last Friday, New York's 
Citibank raised to 10.5 per cent 
from 10 per cent the rate it charges 
stockbrokers on loans backed by 
collateral. The increase is likely to 
mean higher interest charges to 
customers who borrow money 
from their brokers to buy stocks.

Since he was a passed 
hand. South’s jump to two no 
trump described his hand 
exactly -11-12 points, no 
good four-card major and a 
balanced hand. North's raise 
to game, however, on a 
minimum balanced hand is 
highly questionable. 

West led the queen of 
spades. Declarer won the 
king and, not being blessed 
with X-ray vision, be chose to 
knock out the ace of 
diamonds first. East won and 
returned a spade. Now 
declarer elected to hold up, 
Jjut West overtook the spade 
and continued the suit to 
force out the ace. When he 
gained the lead with the ace 
of hearts, he cashed two 
spade tricks to defeat the 
game. 

True, declarer could have 
made the hand had he chosen 
to play on hearts first, but 
that observation is strictly 
Monday morning quarter- 
backing. Had he followed our 
rule, he would have made the 
contract regardless of which 
suit he attacked at the 
outset. 

Declarer must drive out 
two defensive cards— the red 
aces. Even though he has two 
stoppers in the spade suit, 
our rule tells us that he 
should hold up on the first 
trick. Spades are continued. 
Declarer wins and attacks 
'diamonds. When East wins 
the ace, either he has no 
spade to continue or, if he 
does, the suit will break 4-3 
and pose no threat. Either 
way, declarer can then knock 
out the ace of hearts and 
make his contract with the 
aid of a club finesse. The op- 
ponents will not be able to 
get more than .two spade 
tricks and the two aces. 




IE BETTER HALF.

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Olympic president pledges to restore unity 


MOSCOW. Aug. 4 ( R)-Mr. Juan Antonio Samaranch, new pres- 
ident of the International Olympic Committee (IOC), pledged 
today that he would bend alt efforts to restore the unity of the 
Olympic movement after the devisive controversies of the past 
seven months. 

Speaking at his first press conference after taking over from 
outgoing IOC Chief Lord KJUanin, the Spanish indust ria 1 isi and 
diplomat also promised he would work to ensure that the 19S4 
Los Angeles Games would be "even better” than the Moscow 
Olympics. 

At the same time, Moscow Games Press Chief Vladimir Popov 
indicated that the Soviet Union was unlikely to follow the Ameri- 
can boycott by refusing to go to Los Angeles, but suggested this 
could happen if the U.S. violated Olympic rules. 

“We have always fully observed the IOC charter, and no polit- 
* ical motivation or antipathy for a government or its policies could 
stand in the way of our athletes going to any Olympic games.” Mr. 
Popov told the same press conference. 

, Mr. Samaranch, 60, who will hold office for eight years, said the 
Moscow Games which closed last night “could have been better if 
everyone had participated.” 

The new IOC president, who for the past four years has be9B 
Spanish ambassador in Moscow, indicated thai world Olympic 
leaders were taking seriously a proposal from Greece that a 
permanent home for the games should be established there. 

The proposal was forwarded to the IOC earlier this year by the 
Greek President Constantine Karamanlis as the Moscow Games 
appeared seriously threatened by a widespread boycott after the 
Soviet action in Afghanistan. 

The IOC has set up a commission to study the proposal which 
will report to the Olympic congress in Baden Baden in September 
next year. But even if the idea were approved it could not be put 
into effect until 1992. 

This is because the Baden Baden meeting will choose the sites 
for the 1988 summer and winter games, candidates for which have 
not yet emerged clearly. The 1 984 winter games will be held in 
Sarajevo. Yugoslavia. 

Lord Killanin. said today the Moscow Games which ended last 
night were true Olympics despite the absence of some teams 
because of the United States-Ied boycott. 

He was speaking at a brief airport press conference before 
flying home to Dublin at the end of his eight years as leader of the 
world sports body. 

With President Juan Antonio Samaranch beside him. Lord 
Killanin expressed satisfaction about the way the games had pro- 
ceeded. “ As I mentioned in my statement at the closing ceremony 


last night. I grieved for those athletes who were unable to com- 
pete." he said. 

He added that the boycott had little effect on the 
competitions--" they were true Olympics." 

“[sincerely hope the politicians of the world will leave sport in 
peace,” he said, recalling his struggle with government leaders to 
permit sports authorities to make their own decision on whether 
to compete in Moscow. “Sometimes I wondered if I was reading 
about the same event, the same games.” Lord Killanin said. 

He went on: " In some papers the political writers said one thing 
and I read completely different things on the sports pages. .As an 
old journalist. I have no doubt that some journalists coming here 
were instructed to report everything that went wrong at the 
games.”

PORT SUDAN, Aug. 4 (R) - Eritrean guerrillas are making crude 
gas masks in preparation for a new Ethiopian government offensive 
in which they expect a lethal nerve gas to be used, according to 
travellers reaching this Red Sea port today from Eritrea. 

One of the travellers, Mr. Michel Vandenbosch, of the Brussels- 
based relief agencyOxfam-Belgium, said guerrillas in the bases he 
visited in northern Eritrea last week were manufacturing the masks 
from rubber and plastic tubes filled with charcoal. 

Goggles were being made from used X-ray. film, he added. The 
guerrillas said they expected the government to launch a new offen- 
sive within the next few weeks. 

Leaders of the Eritrean People’s Liberation Front (EPLF) have 
said that at least 50 Soviet experts in chemical warfare had arrived m 
Eritrea earlier this year along with shipments of a fetal nerve gas and 
other cberaicals. 

The travellers said the guerrilla forces had also made contingency 
plans for evacuating their mountain bases and field hospitals in the 
event of a government attack. 

He said the Eritreans were debating moving medical facilities to 
neighbouring Sudan for fear of having hospital staff and patients 
wiped out in a gas attack. 

Guerrillas in the former Italian colony annexed by' Ethiopia tn 
1962 have fought against rule from Addis Ababa for IS years.

Nepalese court supports China 


KATHMANDU, Nepal, Aug. 4 
( API -- Seven Tibetans have been 
sentenced to life imprisonment by 
a special court in Kathmandu, six 
for "organising an army with 
intention of instigating armed 
rebellion in Tibet against a 
friendly country, China," it was 
announced today. 

The court said the Tibetan 
Khampas, a Mongol tribe living at 
the southern base of the 
Himalayas, made abortive 
attempts to carry out armed 
expeditions into Tibet despite an 
order from the Nepalese gov- 
ernment that they surrender their 
arms and return to district head- 
quarters. 

The seventh Khampa drew life 
imprisonment for raising arms "so 
as to undermine the sovereignty of 


the Himalayan Kingdom of 
Nepal.” 

It was the first time a Nepalese 
court has given life sentences to 
the Tibetans who fled from Tibet 
to Nepal in 1959 with their god- 
king the Dalai Lama. The verdict 
is subject to ratification by a 
higher court. 

About 20,000 members of the 
Khampa tribe fled into Nepal, 
with about half now living in 
refugee resettlement camps scat- 
tered throughout the mountain 
kingdom. 

Of these, about 4.000 armed 
Khampas are in Mustang, from 
where they have unsuccessfully 
attempted to launch an attack on 
China-controlled Tibet. 

In 1974, the Nepalese gov- 
ernment gave the tribesmen a 


"final ultimatum'' to surrender 
their arms and return to reset- 
tlement camps. When the Mus- 
tang group, led by Mr. Wangdi 
Did, refused to comply, the Royal 
Nepal array launched an oper- 
ation to disarm the Tibetans. 


Mr. Wangdi was later killed, 
and many of his followers taken 
into custody after a battle with the 
Nepal army at Darchula, a Nepal- 
ese district bordering India. 

The Khampas were said to have 
possessed “many modern 
weapons and other strategic mat- 
erial'’ made in the United States, 
Taiwan and India. The Khampas 
are also reported to have chan- 
nelled profits from business 
enterprises in Nepal to the tiny 
guerrilla array. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP) ~ 
Republican U.S. presidential 
nominee Ronald Reagan 
announced yesterday that he is 
sending his running mate, Mr. 
George Bush, to China and Japan 
in mid- August for informal talks 
with leaders of both countries on 
U.S. trade and other relations. 

"This is the first in a series of 
foreign policy initiatives that I will 
undertake during the coming 
months,” Mr. Reagan said. “It is 
vitally important that the United 
Stales strengthen relations with 
these two Asian nations as well as 
the Republic of Cbina (Taiwan), 
the Republic of Korea and others. 

"It is equally important to dis- 
cuss mutual goals regarding nade 
energy development and peace 
stability in Asia and the Pacific 
Ocean.” 

Mr. Bush, a former ambassador 


to the United Nations and Central 
Intelligence Agency director, was 
U.S. envoy to "Peking during the 
administration of President 
Gerald Ford, before the United 
States extended full diplomatic 
recognition to China and ended 
formal ties with Taiwan. 

Mr. Reagan said Mr. Bush's 
“knowledge of Asia and the 
Pacific is unquestioned." 

Accompanying Mr. Bush, the 
statement said, will be Mr. 
Richard Allen, the Republican 
nominee's foreign policy adviser 
and Mr. Dean Burch, a senior 
Bush adviser. 

"Mr. Bush will exchange infor- 
mal views with government lead- 
ers of both nations and prepare 
Mr. Reagan a report on trade and 
other relations between the U.S. 
and the nations he visits," the 
announcement said.

India arrests rebel leader 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 4 (AP) - 
Indian security forces have 
arrested a top rebel tribal leader 
who allegedly led raids on Bengali 
settlements in violence- racked 
Tripura state, news reports said 
today. 

Mr. Sukhdaya Jamatia, 
described by the reports as 
commander-in-chief of a militant 
tribal organisation called Tripura 
Sena, was arrested with two aides 
about U>0 kilometres northeast of 
the state capital of Agartala. 

Agartala is located 330 


kilometres northeast of Calcutta. 

The reports said that Mr. 
Jamatia allegedly Jed 6,000 tribal 
insurgents fighting for inde- 
pendence from India. 

In June, armed tribesmen 
raided Bengali villages in Tripura 
and hacked hundreds of men, 
women and children to death. Tbe 
victims were mostly refugees from 
Bangladesh.

NICOSIA, Aug. 4 (AP) - The 
Cyprus government today 
strongly denied Turkish alleg- 
ations that there was Greek Cyp- 
riot involvement in the Athens 
murder of a Turkish diplomat and 
his daughter. 

Government spokesman Mil- 
tiades Christodoulou declared, 
"This is a completely baseless 
allegation wi thin the framework 
of a systematic Turkish slanderous 
campaign against Greek Cyp- 
riots." 

Tbe aim of this campaign Mr. 
Christodoulou said was "among 
other things to provide pretexts 
for possible new questionable 
operations." 

Turkish and Turkish Cypriot 
leaders have frequently threat- 
ened further action against the 
Cyprus government to counter 
alleged Greek Cypriot support or 
participation in anti-Turltish ter- 
rorism operations. Turkey 
invaded and occupied nearly half 
tbe island in July 1974 and many 
Greek Cypriots fear Turkey may 
extend its occupation any day. 

The Cyprus government denial 
followed last Wednesday’s mur- 
der in Athens of Turkish embassy 
attache Mr. Galip Ozmen and his 
daughter. 

Responsibility for the murder 
was claimed by the "Armenian 
Secret Army for the liberation of 
Armenia.” This is an Armenian 
nationalist group seeking revenge 
for the genocide of more than one 
million Armenians by Turkish 
troops at the start of this century. 

The "special news bulletin” 


issued daily by the official Turkish 
Cypriot information office in 
Nicosia, charged on Saturday that 
the Athens attack was carried out 
"by an organisation supported 
jointly by Greece and the Greek 
Cypriot leadership." 

"The Greek Cypriot leadership 
and others who are the mas- 
terminds behind plots against 
Turkish diplomats have been 
warned in the past their crimes will 
not go unpunished,” the bulletin 
article added. 

Several secret Armenian groups 
besides the Secret Army have car- 
ried out more than 130 terrorist 
attacks against Turkish diplomats 
and other targets in various Euro- 
pean countries in the past 6 years. 

The Turkish claim of Greek and 
Greek Cypriot involvement is 
repeated after each fresh attack 
and equally deoied by the Greek 
and Greek Cypriot sides. 


MADRID, Aug. 4 (AP) - After 
days of roadblocks, thousands of 
searches and dozens of fruitless 
leads, Spanish police have been 
left sitting on the biggest time 
bomb in their history - seven and 
one half tons of explosives in the 
hands of Basque separatists. 

Police now seem destined to 
wait until the militant guerrillas of 
the Basque separatist organisation 
ETA who stole 7,000 kilog- 
rammes of plastic explosives 
decide to strike. ETA commandos 
stole the explosives from a factory 
in the northern city of Santander 
on July 25. 

The guerrillas have hinted they 
will strike unless the government 
accepts separatist demands it has 
rejected many times before. 

“It’s a time bomb, or hundreds 
of time bombs," says a Red Cross 
official, whose organisation pre- 
pared evacuation plans for the 
northern Basque city of Bilbao 
within hours after the robbery.

Moscow corrects Olympic ‘bad’ press 


MOSCOW, Aug. 4 (R) --"I have 
seen many sports festivals in my 
time but never before anything 
like the Moscow one.” 

The remark, attributed to a 
western visitor to the Moscow 
Olympic games, was typical of 
many filling the despatches of the 
official Tass news agency during 
the two weeks of the games. 

Similar interviews lined the 
pages of Soviet newspapers, 
apparently reflecting official anx- 
iety that the Moscow games would 
receive a bad press abroad- 

This concern was also evident 
during daily press briefings given 
by Mr. Vladimir Popov, vice 
president of the Olympics organis- 
ing committee. 

Criticising statistics on the 
number of visitors to the Olympics 
issued by one western news 
agency, Mr. Popov said of the cor- 
respondent responsible: “Of 
course, mathematics are difficult if 
you left elementary school a long 
time ago.” 

Many western newspapers car- 
ried reports on the atmosphere 


surrounding the games during the 
first few days. They tended to con- 
centrate on the relative absence of 
children — most of them attending 
summer camp — and the strict sec- 
urity hampering contact with 
Muscovites. 

As the games got under way,' 
reporting put more emphasis on 
pure sports angles and Mr. Popov . 
commented favourably on this 
when the games were at the half- 
way mark. 

But his indignation returned 
when some newspapers carried 
allegations of judging irre- 
gularities during athletics which 
he dismissed as "strange fan- 1 
tasies.” 

International sports officials 
said no complaints about cheating 
were received by the competent 
' bodies. 

Visitors to the games inter- 
viewed by the Soviet press 
included athletes, foreign dig- 
nitaries, sports officials, tourists 
and foreign journalists. 

Early in the games, Mr. Popov 
presented an 88-year-old Ameri- 


can tourist, Mr. Nick Paul, to 
journalists. Mr. Popov introduced 
him as a man who had visited 
every modern Olympic games 
since the first is Athens in 1896. 

Later, Mr. Paul said this was 
inaccurate. He said he did not 
attend the controversial 1936 Ber- 
lin games when the Nazis were in 
power nor the games in Mel- 
bourne and Tokyo. 

But he described the Moscow 
opening ceremony as the best he 
had ever seen and added: "The 
people here receive us tike roy- 
alty.” 

Mr. Paul first attracted atten- 
tion by waving a U.S. flag during 
‘the opening ceremony, despite his 
country’s boycott of the games 
over Soviet military intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

Much of the reporting in the 
Soviet press was aimed at minimis- 
ing the effects of the U.S.-led boy- 
cott. Some 60 countries did not 
attend, although their absence was 
not always inspired by the boycott. 
* “It is quite evident that the 
attempts of imperialism to prevent 


the holding of the Moscow Oly- 
mpics have ended in failure," one 
Moscow newspaper quoted the 
Mayor of Algiers, HefiJa Beland, 
as saying. 

In another interview Tass 
quoted the Congolese women's 
hockey coach, Casimir Simp lice 
MoJongo, whose team lost ail its 
five matches, as praising the 
organisers. 

“We are grateful to the hosts of 
the Moscow Olympics, who have 
created excellent conditions for all 
tbe participants and turned the 
games into a festival of youth of 
the world,” the coach was quoted 
as saying. 

Others interviewed were even 
more enthusiastic. 

On July 28 Tass attributed the 
following statement to an Indian 
sports official; “Never before 
have people been so attentive to 
me and at tbe same time so cordial 
and sincere. 

“I like ther Muscovites and I 
would like to see them all at my 
-home in India." 


The editors of seven Lima 
newspapers, who were forcibly 
removed by troops on July 26. 
1974 when the late General Juan 
Velasco Alvarado nationalised 
the country’s daily press, are back 
on duty. 

Their return passed off without 
incident despite threats from some 
newspaper workers that they 
would attempt to prevent a hand-, 
over to the former owners. 

Militants had demanded the 
newspapers should be handed 
over to the workers to be managed 
as cooperatives with the full sup- 
port of Peru's left-wing parties. 

Bur a less vociferous majority of 
workers welcomed the move 
which is likely to boost flagging 
circulations and improve the 
press’s finance. 

Restoration of press freedom 
followed Peru’s return to demo- 
cracy after 12 years of military 
government. 

President Fernando Belaunde 
who scored a landslide victory in 
last May’s general elections, 
announced in his inauguration 
address last week that total press 
freedom was restored “from this 
moment." 

He signed his first presidential 
decree later thfc same day restor- 
ing to their jobs editors dismissed 
when the papers were exprop- 
riated without compensation. 

He also sent to Peru’s ruling 
Congress a draft law under which 


the newspapers will be handed 
back to their owners. Mr. 
Belaunde’s middle-of-the-road 
Popular Action Party can com- 
mand a comfortable majority in 
the parliament and the draffs 
adoption is expected to be a mere 
formality. 

“Press freedom returned 
today," the banner headline on 
the front page of Expreso. a popu- 
lar tabloid of which Premier and 
Economy Minister Manuel Ulloa 
is the main shareholder. 

“Free and independent” head- 
lined the daily La Prensa while an 
editorial in the prestigious El 
Comercio pledged to be inde- 
pendent of the government and 
pressure groups. 

The country’s daily press was 
nationalised during the radical 
phase of the armed foroes revolu- 
tion which ended with the over- 
throw of General Juan Velasco 
Alvarado five years ago. 

The plan was to turn the news- 
papers into mouthpieces for what 
was described as “organised sec- ' 
tors of society.” El Comercio, for 
example, was to become the rural 
• workers’ newspaper. 

The plan was never carried out 
because the newspapers 
threatened to become more rad- 
ical than the government itself. 
Instead, the military government 
appointed and sacked editors and 
exercised strict editorial control. 

The result? There was tittle to 
distinguish the newspapers as they 
carried the same officially inspired 
government propaganda. 

Circulations plummeted and all 
but two newspapers found them- 
selves gripped by financial crisis.
